by witnesses, who stated that they would 
welcome this most desirable change in the 
system of trading. © i 

The present method was sale by the box ; 
and, with the exception of the fish im- 
ported to the Dublin market, which 
amounted’ to twenty-five. per cent.of the 
total consumption, and that supplied by 
Dublin steam trawlers, there was no 
sttempt whatever at grading. The re- 
| mainder of the ‘fish came: from fishing 
centres in the Free’ State. It was con- 
signed in boxes, not. of a standard size. 
On top were placed the largest fish, while, 
very often, mall, and even immature, 
fish which should néver have been taken 
from the sea, were placed at the bottom 
of the boxes. Seventy-fiye per cent. of the 
halme coming to thé market from the 
country districts should never have been 
taken from the sea. 

It was stated that salmon were never 
so cheap as this season. 


PROFIT IN CODFISH. 


PLAICE THAT SHOULD BE 
LEFT IN THE SEA. 


Mr, Andrew, Devine, managing director oí 
Messrs. Hanlon, Ltd., giving évidence as to 
the ‘practice of selling fish at the fish market, 
said that his firm sold to “' forestallers,’’ who 
afterwards sold to hawkers. '' Forestallers ” 
were necessary, a& hawkers would not take 
all the fish t would be auctioned on any 
market morning. His firm sold on com- 
mission, charging .5 per cent. for one class 
and 7} per cent. for another. . 


FISHERMEN'S INTERESTS. 

He said that it would be in the interests of 
the fishermen down the country who sent fish 
to Dublin for auction if they graded them 
properly.

THE PACKING. 
Asked by the Chairman if she found the 
fish in boxes honestly packed, she said that 
some were. The boxes from the country were 
of different sizes, while the steam-trawled fish 
were graded and were sold by the box, not 
by weight; but all the boxes were about the 
same weight. ' 
Is there any reason why you should not sell 
by weight!—The dealers would not under- 
stand it, and especially the poor people; but 
they might get to SE 16: 
Mrs. Anderson, another “' forestaller’’ who 
carries on business in the market, said that 
she bought -principally the trawled fish, 
because there was always more in the box. | 
It was also ‘‘cleaned”’ and better stuff. The 
country fish was. not cleaned and was not 
graded. i 
Mr. Nicholas Seaver, of Messrs. Seaver's, 
East Arran street, said that his experience 
was that the. country fish was very mixed. 
The fish placed at the top were all right, 
but those at the bottom of the box were 
uite useless~—they were immature fish. 
eventy-five per cent. of the plaice that 
came to the market should not be taken 


from the sea. 
GRADED FISH. 

The Chairman—You don’t find that in the 
steam trawied fish?—-No. When I buy a 
box of steam trawler’s fish I know what-I 
am buying. It is graded fish, and it is 
packed in standard boxes. Continuing, the 
witness said that it would be a better 
system if all fish coming to market was 
graded, sold by weight, and gutted. 

The fish sent from England to Dublin was 
all graded, but that which came_from Bal- 
briggan, Lough Shinney, and other country 
places was not. The largest fish were always 
placed on top, and underneath would be 
found smaller fish, and perhaps a different 


Mr. Martin Costello, Dorset street, said 
that there was a ng Rss on in codfish. On 
the llth February purchased an 8-stone 
box of cod, and the ms, é was ó stone, 
comprising heads, tails and fins, but not the 
guts. This was the usual wastage. 

Asked what he considered the waste on a 
cod, witness replied that out of an 8 Ib. 
cod they would sell 6 Ib. There was no 
standard rate of profits in the fish business. 
The Chairman—Notwithstanding the big 
wastage, you made a very handsome profit 
on the sale of the cod. 


PRICES. 

Mr. James Lamb, Patrick street, Kings- 
town, said that he purchased his fish from 
Messrs. O'Hanlon. This was caught locally, 
and landed in Kingstown and to 
D»blin. The boats would not sell it at 
Kingstown, and he had to go to Dublin and 
buy it there, and pay carriage back to 
Kingstown. 

r. McCabe (of Messrs. McCabe, fish 
merchants), Chairman of the Retail Fish 
Merchants’ Association, said that his. Asso- 
ciation had mo control over fish They 
could not fix a price on a Monday to last 
until a Tuesday, use the price ated 
so much ow to supply and demand.

to give such certificates in the case of a 
demand under Schedule D, Section 7, of the 
Finance Act, 1923, unless the assessed person 
had a residence in the county. 
Mr. Justice ‘Sullivan, in dpliverisie the 
judgment of the Court, said that the points 
upon which the Court had to decide were 
firstly, the contention put forward on behalf 
of Major White that the issue of these certi- 
ficates the collector of income tax was 
a judicial act and not a ministeria] one, and, 
secondly, whether on the evidence. now before 
the Court the collector ever considered and 
determined: matters, which he should have 
considered and determined before issuing the 
certificates. In his Lordship’s opinion the 
donclusion’ to which any Court should come 
upon these points was manifestly clear, and 
that conclusion would be sufficient to dispose 
of the application. He was satisfied in this 
case that the act of the collector in et 
these certificates was a judicial one, thoug 
he quite appreciated the difficulty which had 
been pointed out in many of these cases in 
drawing the line between what was a 
ministerial act and what was á judicial act, 
He was also satisfied that before the col- 
lector issued certificates under Section 7 of 
the Act of 1925 he had to consider and 
decide certain matters, seven or ‘eight in 
number, and that in doing so he was not 
acting merely ministerially. Uf it could not 
be described as a strict] judicial act, it was 
at any rate a quasi-judicial act. 
On the particular facts in this case his 
Lordship was satisfied that the collector did 
not consider these matters at all. The col- 
lector’s. action was challenged when the 
conditional order was obtained; it was chal- 
lenged in the affidavits put in on behalf of 
the prosecutor, and in the affidavit filed on 
behalf of the collector, made by him show- 
‘ing cause, it was not suggested from begin- 
ning to end that he applied his mind in any 
way to the consideration of any of. these 
questions. On these grounds, continued his 
Lordship, he was of the opinion that the con- 
ditional order must be made absolute and 
the cause shown disallowed. 
Mr. Justice O'Byrne concurred. 
The conditional order quashifg the certi- 
ficates accordingly was made absolute, with 
costs, to the prosecutor.

AN APPEAL. 

(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON. AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN ) 

An appeal by George Kavanagh, cattle 
dealer, Bablin, came on for hearing from an 
order made by Mr. Justice Johnston, in the 
Bankruptcy Court, on the 25th ult., com- 
mitting the appellant and William Kavanagh, 
his nephew, cattle dealer, of 2 Cabra Villas, 
Cabra road, Dublin, a bankrupt, to prison for 
unsatisfactory answering in the bankruptcy 
proceedings, in which the depositions of 
several witnesses had been taken in connec- 

tion with the matter. 

The principal parties concerned in the case, 
which was considerably complicated, were the 
bankrupt, the appellant, his uncle, and 
Michael Healy, cattle dealer, of Dolphin’'s 
Barn, Dublin, and Patrick Kavanagh, father 
of the bankrupt, and living at the same place 
in Cabra, where, it was stated, he has some 
land, used for the purpose of ‘ parking ” 
cattle, etc., pending sale in the markets or 
shipment. 

From the evidence it appeared that the 
appellant went to Kildare cattle market or 


117 lambs and 34 sheep, making a total of 
151, which he had arranged to be brought 
and parked at Cabra, proceeding himself to 
Carlow fair When he returned to Dublin he 
ascertained that the sheep had been sent to 
a farm at Dunsink, belonging to the bank- 
rupt, William Kavanagh, where they were 
seized by the messenger of the Bankruptcy 
Court, and subsequently sold in the Dublin 
Cattle Market by consent of the parties. It 
had been alleged that the lambs found at 
Dunsink had not been bought by the 
appellant at all. 

After a number of adjournments of the | 
bankruptc roceedings, in which several 
witnesses ha beeen examined, includin rail-' 
way officials, an application was made on 
notice to Mr. Justice Johnston on behalf 
of the appellant for an order that the sum 
of £288 12s. 6d., the amount realised by the 
sale of the sheep and lambs seized at Dun- 
sink, should be paid to him; and it was 
now stated that the issue raised by that 
application still stood undecided. 

r. Blood, K.C., and Mr. J. H. 8. Russell 
(instructed by Mr. Thomas J. Graham) ap- 
eared for George Kavanagh, appellant; Mr. 
earden (instructed by Mr. Peter Seales) for 
William Kavanagh, the bankrupt, also an 
appellant; and Mr, G “ K.C., and 
Mr. Finlay (instructed by Messrs. Horace 
and Devine) for the Official Assignee. 

It was sought by the appeal on behalf of 
George Kavanagh, cattle dealer, of 87} 
Augbrim street, which was taken first, to 
have Mr. Justice Johnston's order reversed, 
with costs to be paid by the Official 
Assignee. In support of the appeal it was 
pointed out that Mr, Justice Johnston's 
order for committal was an extraordinary one 
under the circumstances, and that the appli- 
cation ‘or payment of the amount ised 
by the sale of the sheep raised a clear and 
distinct issue, which must be decided one 
way or another. It was stated that there 
was a bona fide conflict as regards the facts 
of the case between the parties, and the 
authorities concerned could only account for 
188 lambs. 

It was submitted also that the order made 
by the learned judge was of rather a punitive 
nature, and ed be of no material benefit to 
the creditors, as the bankrupt’s estate had 
been already realised, and that the gee cii |

At Clonmel Circuit Court an interesting 
ease connected with I.R.A. levies in 1922 was 
beard. Thomas aAhearne, Clogheen, sued 
John Prendergast, Tullow, Clogheen, Patrick 
Walsh, Killea, and Timothy Clohessy, Shan- 
rahan, for £40, being a levy made on the 
plaintiff. £40 was stated to have been paid 
to Prendergast by plaintiff. to release his 
cattle, which were seized under a levy. The 
claim was amended to one for money received, 
Mr. Esmonde (instructed by Mr. W. 8. 
Nolan), for the plaintiff, said that on Feb-

Some days 
later a number of men, including Walsh and 
Clohessy, seized his three cows, which were 
driven to Cahir barracks. Plaintiff tried to 
get the cattle back, but failed, until he paid 
the £40 to Prendergast, when they were 


handed over. 
THE DEFENCE.

In that capacity he inspected and reviewed 
the garrisons and went the round of the 
hospitals. From Belfast he travelled the 
country to Cork, and had an enthusiastic 
reception from the officers stationed in the 
military barracks en route, 


EXONERATED OFFICERS. 

In one instance he reviewed the cases of 
courtmartialled officers, as a result of which 
the officers were exonerated. 

During that exploit he secured about £400 
or £500, and in 1918 he was sentenced to 
five years’ 5 rem by Lord Chief Justice 
Sir Thomas Moiony, who in 1923 sen 
him to six months’ imprisonment for another 
offence. There were nine convictions against 
him; he was sentenced to penal sérvitude for 
an offence similar to the present one. 


i CHEQUE TRICK. 

Dealing with the present offence, Mr. 
Carrigan said that about St. Patrick's Day 
prisoner wrote a letter to the Superioress of 
the Cabra Convent in the name of a person 
known to her, asking to be favoured with a 
few cheques on the Munster and Leinster 
Bank inking that the letter was genuine, 
the Superioress forwarded by messenger four 
blank cheques used by the convent. The 
prisoner filled up the four cheques for £3 12s. 
and other sums not exceeding £5. 

The cheques purported to be drawn by 
“ A. J. Jones,’’ but when the prisoner wert 
to pay for goods, including port wine, in 
pore. shops a cheque was refused. When 

e tried to Ee a cheque in another shop the 
police took him into custody. 

He was then charged with having obtained 
several sums of money from persons to whom 
he sold tickets for a concert to be held in 
Molesworth Hall to assist an ex-Service man 
about to emigrate. 

EFFORT TO REFORM. 

Mr. Justice Hanna remarked that prisoner 
had begun his record with four and a half 
years in Glencree Reformatory, after which 
e started his career of dishonesty. 

“On what has transpired he undoubtedly 
possesses great talents, which, if used honestly, 
would have got him to a good position,” said 
Mr. Carrigan. 

The prisoner said that he did not dispute 
Mr. Carrigan’s statement; but he had since 
endeavoured to lead an honest life. He had 
got married and had been working. 

Asked by Mr. Justice Hanna why he broke 
out anew, the prisoner said that he attributed 
it to an insane impulse which drove him to 
do what he had done. He had got two and a 
half years away from crime; i” had been 
sweeping the streets of Dublin and made the 
best attempt a man ever made to start a new 
career. 

Inspector P. O'Connell, Detective Branch, 
said that as far as the police knew the 
prisoner appeared to keep away from crime 
since 1923. 

Having heard this evidence, Mr. Justice 
Hanna decided to give McDonnell another 
chance. He passed a suspensory sentence of 
twelve months’ imprisonment, with hard 
labour.

RUINED FRANCE. 

“I regret that on the other hand,” he 
proceeded, “it is questionable whether 
either the war itself or the subsequent 
peace negotiations did anything to place 
the friendship between the civil popula- 
tions.of the two countries on a firmer basis 
dy encouraging théir comprehension of 
each others’ motives and acts. In France, 
where the. death-roll was heaviest, where 
so many industrial’ and agricultural de- 
partments were laid waste, where whole 
towns were battered into. ruins—and 
here and there villages were positively 
obliterated—it is not surprising that some 
asked if any sorrow was like their sorrow, 
and whether the Allies had borne an equal 
share of the burden. 

‘In some quarters in France, though 
not in military or in well-informed poli- 


a tendency to under-rate the British 
sacrifices and to depreciate the part played 
by our armies. The value of the Navy 
for ultimate victory was understood, but 
an island could not be a great Power 
without a powerful fleet, so that its 
supremacy, though useful, was a manifesta- 
tion of highly-enlightened selfishness. 


A BASELESS INVENTION. 

“Then the comparative immunity of 
| Great Britain from direct attack was, in 
itself, invidious, and the wealth and credit 
of London were-even more só. Supplies, 
even of indispensable munitions, were al] 
very well, but money was made out of 
these by men who might have been in the 
trenches and so on. Much of this was 
unfair and much was also natural. 

“ What is inexplicable, however, is the 
widespread belief among ignorant French 
people that there is a regular system of 
bribery of the Press and of individuals 
with British money. The origin of such a 
baseless invention is to me a complete 
mystery. 

‘There has been corresponding injustice 
in some British opinion, founded on lack 
of imagination, in those who cannot 
picture the destruction of the war.and how 
it affected the French nature. Nor has 
the desperate financial strain on the 
country been always realised. The smiling 
aspect of Central and. Southern France, 
and the comparative prosperity, of «a 
limited mumber, have blinded some 
English critics to the privations suffered by 
the professional and pensioned classes, 
exceeding anything known by their con- 
geners in Britain. | 

FRENON TAXES. 

“- Again the fact that some Frenchmen 
pay insufficient taxes has been made the 
foundation of an indiscriminate charge | - chin 
against al] Frenchmen of an unreadiness 
to pay their just debts. 

“Want of knowledge and failure to 
realise existing facts are the parents of

France could no more be fairly charged 
with militarism than could Great Britain 
or the United States.

There is no tax on patent medicines in 

the Free State, and so far they have 
escaped the attention of Mr. Blythe.

A 
three-halfpenny stamp is placed on the 
bottle of medicine, and the tax is included 
in the purchase price, 

Up to the time.of the Treaty this stamp 
appeared on évery bottle of patent 
medicine imported into the country, but 
since then it has djsappeared from a few 
lines of patent. medicine for which there 
is a big demand in the Free State—such 
as Beecham’s pills and one or two other 
commodities. 

On the. remainder .of -the _ patent 
medicines coming into the Free State the 
tax .is still being paid. 

The exp ion of this is that, while 
the manufacturers who have a large export

LONDON CONFERENCE. 


-PREMIER’S VIEWS. 


From Revrer’s Cornisponpekt. 
OTTAWA, Tuesday. 

In the Dominion Heuse of Commons 
to-day the debate on the Imperial Con- 
ference report, adjourned from last week, 
was resumed, A vote will probably be 
taken before the end of the sitting on the 
amendment proposed by Mr. Guthrie, the 
leader of the. Opposition, declaring that 
the declarations of the Imperial Conference 
should not be binding on the Parliament 
of Canada until approved by a formal 
resolution, and also declaring that the 
Federal Parliament had no right to amend 
the British North America Act without 
the consent of the provinces, 

Mr. Manion (Conservative ex-Minister), 
while generally agreeing to the Conference 
declarations, maintained that Canada was 
still unequal to Great Britain in the power 
of the Federal Parliament to make con- 
stitutional changes. He believed that this 
additional power would come as the years 
went by, and, even if Parliament decided 
to withdraw from the Empire, the British 
Parliament would acquiesce. 

With respect to the references of Mr. 
Bourassa to the Privy Council, particu- 
larly with regard to the alleged remarks 
of Lord Cave intimating that political 
considerations had influenced some of the 
Privy Council’s judgments, Mr. Manion 
said that Lord Cave had absolutely denied 
this; and such statements were bound to 
do harm. 


AN tRISHMAN’S TRIBUTE. 
As an Irishman, Mr. Manion said that 


‘he was not inclifed to give blind worship 


to England, but he did feel that the 
Dominions and the world awed much grati- 
tude to Britain for the heritage. given. to 
all nations in the way of responsible 
government. 

Mr. H. C. Hocken (Conservative, Toronto) 
expressed the opinion ‘that it was the duty 
of the Dominions and every part of the 
Empire to contribute towards the cost of 
imperial defence. It was a humiliating 
position for Canada, he said, to be de- 
pendent on the United States for protec- 
tion. | 
THE ONLY SOLUTION. 

Mr. Hocken thought that the policy of 
assisted immigration from Great Britain 
should apply to all workers, and not onl? 
to farm hands. 

Mr. St. Morin (Liberal, Quebec) said 
that subordination, separation, and federa- 
tion had been found impracticable as a 
solution for binding the British Empire 
together. The declarations of the Imperial 
Conference crystallised the only permanent 
solution, which was the voluntary accept- 
ance by the Dominions of certain imperial 
ties, and the Empiré had attained all the 
advantages of federation without its 
dangers. 


PROTECTION IN OHINA. 

Colonel Geary (Conservative, Toronto), 
insisted upon the advantages to Canada in 
continuing to be a part of the British 
Empire, and be urged that the Dominion 
should bear her whole share of responsi- 
bilities in respect of defence and in other 
matters. He cited the case of China, 
where Canadian citizens were. now being 
protected by British warships. 

Mr. Woodsworth (Labour) suggested 
that Canadians would be safer if there 
were no British gunboats threatening the 
people of China. 

Colone] Geary retorted that the protec- 
tion afforded by the British and United 
States warships had secured the safety 
of many lives. 


NO CAUSE FOR FRICTION. 

Mr. Mackenzie King, the Prime 
Minister, declared that Canada at the Im- 
perial Conference had adopted a common 
attitude with the representatives of the 
other Dominions, al] seeking the unity and 
preservation of the Empire. Once the 
Conference had declared that the position 
of the Dominions to be on an equality 
status, all cause for friction and agitation 
within the Empire had been removed. All 
agitation had subsided, and all the 
Dominions were now proud to remain in 
the Empire. 

The Prime Minister did not feel that it 
would be in the interests of inter-Imperia] 
relations to provoke a division on a 
Parliamentary motion in the Canadian 
House of Commons, when a similar 
division had not been taken in any other 
Parliament in the Empire, and he 
appealed to Mr. Guthrie to withdraw the 
amendment. 


MASTS FOR AIRSHIPS. 

The Prime Minister went on to say that 
the only concrete thing to which Canada’s 
representative at the Conference had com- 
mitted the country was in respect of the 
establishment of mooring masts, with a 
view to providing for a great development 
of aerial communications with the mother- 
land, and for this Parliament would be 
asked formally to ratify a money grant. 

Proceeding, Mr. King said: “ No man 
within the British Empire has a greater 
love for the Empire than I have, or a 
greater desire to preserve it as the greatest 
agency for peace, good-will and the pro- 
gress of the world. Any man who seeks 
to make a party gain from imperial 
problems is not a good citizen of this 
Dominion or of the Empire. 

‘“* Every effort that we made at the Con- 
ference was animated by the sole desire to 
remove all differences and to seek the unity 
and co-operation of the whole.”’ 

He believed that the amendment was 
unnecessary, since the Conference declara- 
tions were not binding on any Parliament, 
and took away no right or power. It might 
ee misleading to: pass the amendment. 
The Dominion was not bound by a single 
report of any conference. 

In every part of the Empire there was 
cause for congratulation that all the repre- 
sentatives of the Empire at the Conference 
were in accord on certain broad principles 
tending for imperial unity, and there 
should be no division in Canada. 


THE VOTE. 

A vote was then taken, and the amend- 
ment was defeated by 122 votes to 78, six 
Independent Progressives voting with the 
Conservatives, while other Progressives,

drunkenness decreased from 883 to 794.

ADVERTISING ON THE 


CLOUDS. 


AMERICAN’S CLAIM FOR 
NEW INVENTION, 


From Oun Own CORRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

Sky writing by long-ranged searchlight 
guns, which can shoot pictures or images 
on clouds or buildings, are predicted as 
the result of successful experiments with 
a smaller model which are being carried 
out by experts in Schenectady, 

The present model closely resembles 4 
large naval cannon, with its tapering 
barrel painted a battleship grey. 

According to Mr, W. D'Arcy Ryan, 
Director of the General Electric Illu- 
minating Engineering Laboratory, where 
the invention has been perfected, there is 
absolutely no reason why projectors using 
a sixty-inch searchlight should not be 
capable of casting an image on a cloud 
or other object at a distance of five miles. 


COLOUR, TOO. 

The present gun, explained Mr. Ryan, 
employs an eighteen-inch searchlight, 
which can be used with either an in- 
candescent lamp or carbon arcs. A search- 
light is located et the rear end of the gun, 
and in the barrel are lenses and a slot 
for inserting the slide to be projected. 

These lenses are so arranged that the 
image from the slide is in constant focus 
at any distance greater than 20 feet from 
the end of the barrel, which makes it 
possible to cast an image about on various 
objects at different distances without re- 
focussing. 

The image can be reflected in ever- 
changing colours by the use of an elec- 
trically-operated screen attached to the 
nozzle of the projector. 

The speed of the screen can be regulated 
so that the colours will vary quickly or 
slowly, as may be desired. 


CAN MAKE CLOUDS, TOO! 

** Just as sky-writing by aeroplanes has 
proved so popular, we believe this new 
projector will find a place in advertising,” 
Mr. Ryan said. ‘‘I propose to build a 
larger projector, one that can be used 
almost any night when there are clouds in 
the sky, regardless of their height. If 
there should be no clouds, we can create 
artificial clouds by the use of smoke 
bombs, chemical vapour, screens or 
steam.”’ 

The first model of these unusual sky 
projectors was built in 1917. Mr. Ryan 
erected st at the time for possible use for 
spreading propaganda over the German 
lines during the war, but before any such 
experiments. could be carried out the 
armistice was signed.

In his, are at the annual dinner. ot. 
the Irish Tourist Association in Clery s 
Restaurant, Dublin, last night, Mr. J. J. 
Walsh, Minister for Posts and Telegraphs, 
said that in the near future. the Free 
State would have one of the most powér- 
ful broadcasting stations in Western 
Europe, and it would be at the disposal 
of the tourist development movement at 
all times. 

MAN-MADE BOUNDARIES. 
The Chairman, Mr. J. .C..Foley, pro- 
posing the toast of Ireland, said that in 
the development of that Association they 
had maintained the cordial co-operation 
of all the people in the country, and at 
that function they had more than a dozen 
people from the North. Man had made 
boundaries for certain purposes, but. 
nature, in giving beautiful scenery, had 
fixed no boundaries. They in the 
Irish Tourist Association felt that they 
should advertise Ireland as a unit to 
make the most of the scenery.. There were 
many matters of common interest between 
the North and South. 
The division that existed between North 
and South was due to nothing else but 
want of contact. Those who had dealings 
with the people of the six counties were 
convinced that it was want of contact that 
had caused the boundary that had been 
made by legislation. With that they had 
nothing to do. - They. were out to serve 
the country and to make it prosperous. ' 


MINISTER’S SPEECH. 

Mr. J..J. Walsh, Minister for Posts 
and Telegraphs, speaking to the toast, 
said that in speaking of Ireland one must 
necessarily include every phase of its life, 
and the work in which that Association 
was engaged was, to his view, one of the 
most important. He had been associated 
with the inception of that Association in 
its present form. It was cradled under 
discouraging circumstances at a time when 
it was hard to convince people inside or 
outside the country that it could do any 
good. Ireland was now grateful to the 
men who went steadily on their way, and 
had brought the Association to the pitch 
of perfection and buoyancy which it held 
to-day. This was something to be grate- 
ful for. It took a movement of that kind 
a considerable time. to, get into its stride: 
It took organisation. and capital. It 
needed a very intensive Press campaign 
and many other things. He was con- 
vinced, as an observer of the doings of 
that Association, that it was making good. 

He was also pleased to see the co- 
operation of their people within the four 
shores of the. country... There was no 
sense in one section advertising one corner 
and another section. advertising anothér. 
It was simply duplication and waste, and 
told the outside world we were a divided 
people. If people knew that a family 
was quarrelling, they would be reluctant 
to enter the house. 
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“ I believe,” continued the Minister for 
Posts and Telegraphs, ‘‘ that the broad- 
casting station which we have put up here; 
and greater ones which we intend to put 
up, can be more fully utilised by hotels 
for advertising tourist development than 
they. have been. In the near future— 
perhaps between twelve and fourteen 
months—we shall have one of the most 
powerful stations in Western Europe. I 
think I am speaking of every party in 
the Government when [I say that it will. be 
at all times at the disposal of the tourist 
development movement.’’ 

They had, he added, good roads; they 
had good hotels—good enough for any- 
body—and he protested against the fre- 
quent rather doleful references to these 
hotels. He had travelled every country. 
in the world, and had no hesitation in 
saying that these hotels were good enough 
for anybody ; they required very little im- 
provement. The more they repeated that 
the better it would be for business. Bhe 
more they spent on advertising the 
country the better would be the results. 

Mr. Boyd, Belfast, said that it was 
their desire that there should be real co- 
operation mm the joint work in which they 
were engaged for the benefit of the 
country. 


THREE POINTS FOR HOTEL 
KEEPERS. 

Major Bryan Cooper, T.D., in proposing 
“ The Irish Tourist Association,” remarked 
that as regards hotel accommodation there 
was still some work for that Association. 
There were three points he wished to. 
emphasise. The first was cleanliness— 
systematic cleanliness, not occasional 
brilliance. The second was entertainment. 
Scenery was very little-use on a dark 
night. Irish dancing would, he was sure, 
be an attraction to many visitors. His 
personal fancy would be a wireless set. 
Thirdly, there should be variety in food. 
It was, he said, a good thing for hotel 
proprietors to go abroad and study 
standards there. The best advertising 
agent was a contented guest, and that was 
what they should aim at. 

Dr. Lombard Murphy, in reply, said 
that the hotels in Ireland were mainlv 
good, but there were a few that needed 
looking after, and nobody could do it 
better than that Association. They in- 
tended to have inspections and to publish 
tariffs wherever allowed; and hotels which 
allowed it would find that they did better 
than those which did not. He agreed that 
there should be entertainment of some sort 
provided, and thought that a wireless set 
would assist. 

“Our Guests ' was proposed by Mr. T.

Mrs. Maude Walsh, in reply, said that 
she considered that the rate struck by loca] 
bodies for the development of the tourist 
industry was inadequate. 

Mr. F. Lynch, Minister for Fisheries, 
also replied. He said there was a close 
connection between the work of his de- 
partment, especially with regard to inland 
fisheries, and that Association. It pre- 
sented the Association with a material for 
inviting people. to come over, Their 
fisheries were never better protected than 
at present, and his department would help 
the Association all it could.

ADRIGOLE RELIEF WORKS, 
Mr. T. Murphy asked the Minister for 
Lands apd Agriculture if he would state 
what steps the Land Commission had taken 
towards carrying out suitable improvement 
works in the Adrigole area; whether it was 
a fact that, though” a number of works had 
been approved by an inspector, only one 
such work had started; and whether, in view

The Minister (Mr. Hogan) said that th 
number of works sanctioned in the Adrigole 
area, County Cork, were two roadways, one 
in the town of Crooha, upper and lower ;

road could not be undertaken owing to the 
opposition of interested parties, There were 
tais additional works now reported and 
awaiting sanction: one road at Derrylough, 
another at Cooliereagh, and a third at Cap- 
paleigh. It was expected that the three 
works would be in progress by the end of 
the week. It was also hoped that the opposi- 
tion in respect of the Kilcaskin road might 
be overcome, and that the work might pro- 
ceed. 
Mr. Murphy—Is the Minister considering 
the advisability of sending an official down 
to that district for the purpose of making 
a thorough examination of the situation? 
Mr. Hogan said that he would send en 
official to Adrigole. 


INCOMES OVER £3,000. 

Major Cooper asked the Minister for 
Finance if he could state the number of 

rsons resident in the area now comprising 
Eaorstat Eireann, who are assessed for in- 
come tax purposes as having incomes of 
over £3,000 per annum in the financial 
years, 1909-1910, 1913-1914, 1918-1919, 
1921-1922, 1923-1924, and 1926-1927, re- 
spectively. 

Mr. Blythe said that the number of persons 
resident in the Saorstat assessed to super- 
tax in respect of incomes exceeding £3,000 
was 611 in 1923-24, and 526 in 1926-27. 
Assessments might still be made for both 
1923-24 and 1926-27, and some increase in 
these figures, esnecially for the latter year, 
was probable. The figures for the years 1909,

An inguiry was held in Armagh Court- 
house yesterday, before Mr. Abbott, for 
the Northern Ireland Ministry oí. Com- 
merce, into the proposal to close the 
Ulster Cana! and hand over the property 
in County Armagh to the Armagh County 
Council. : 

Mr. Pringle, K.C. (for the Lagan Naviga- 
tion Company), said that the an Naviga- 
tion Company was formed in 1854; and was a 
successful company. The’ Ulster Canal was 
incorporated in 1825 as a compan 
the beginning was a financial failure. The 
actual loss incurred by the Lagan Navigation 
Company was £44,630 up ito the end of 1926 
in taking over the Ulster Canal. The average 
annual fone was in the vicinity of £1,000. 

DE-WATERING SCHEME. 

Mr. Dorman, Portadown, engineer to the 
Lagan Navigation Company, deposed to hav- 
ing prepared a scheme for the de-watering of 
the canal. He had not prepared any scheme 
for the ‘upkeep of bridges over the canal or 
the culverts under it. 

Mr. J. C. Davison, K.C., M.P. (for the 
Armagh County Council) argued that. there 
was no power under which the canal could 
be compulsorily transferred to the Council. 

Mr. Edgar M'‘Connell, County Surveyor, 
Armagh, said that there were eighteen bridges 
carrying roads over the canal in County 
Armagh. In his opinion, if the canal were 
closed eleven of these bridges should be de- 
molished and the roadway made level. The 
cost of doing this he estimated at £2,500. Of 
the remaining seven bridges some would re- 
quire repairs, costing about £250, and there- 
after about £1 a year per bridge. 

FLOOD DANGER. 

Mr. Hugh M‘Gahon, County Councillor, 
stated that very large districts comprising 
thousands of acres were drained by the cul- 
verts under the canal, which took the surface 
water from the canal to the Blackwater 
River, and unless these culverts were kept up 
the lands would become flooded and useless. 

Mr. D. MeGee said that he had lands 
drained by four of these culverts.

EDUCATION DEPARTMENT'S 
CLAIMS. 

The aims and activities of the Department 
of Education formed the subject of an 
address by Professor J. M. O'Sullivan, 
Minister for Education, at a meeting of the 
Central Branch of Cumann na nGaedheal at 
5 Parnell square, Dublin, last night. 

INFLUENCE OF THE DEPARTMENT. 

Professor O'Sullivan said that while the 
work of the Education Department was not 
as spectacular as other departments, its in- 
fluence was all-pervading on the moral and 
intellectual, the economic and national, life 
of the country. These aspects could not be 
separated; but he realised that education in 
the narrow sense of it that they got through 
the schools was only one of the factors in 
shaping the national and economic life and 
character of the people. Thongh the import- 
ance and influence of education were tremen- 
dous, they were not always appreciated in 
this country. It was not altogether the 
poorer classes that were to blame for that; 
when they came to captains of industry, very 
often they found that when it came to em- 
ployment of young men these employers were 
quite as contemptuous of education as the 
poor parents: who would not send their 
children to school. 

If they in the Free State were to take their 
place in the economic markets, no matter 
what system of protection they had, they 
would not be able to do it to the extent that 
they ought to be able unless they had a 
better trained people. He did not mean 
intellectual in the narrow sense that it 
meant turning out calculating machines, but 
the training of the character of the indivi- 
dual and of fhe nation. Their object ought 
to be the uplifting of every man as a member 
of his trade or profession and also as a 
member of his family and of the State. The 
schools, which were in the past used as a 
means of the denationalising policy, could 
now be used to help to restore their national

e asked whether any other party had 
done anything really solid for nationalism 
during the past four or five years except the 
(;overnment Party. There were others who 
claimed the name ‘‘ National,”’ though they, 
to his mind, had no conception of the mean- 
ing of the word.

Service and the Reservatign, but embodying 
the whole of the rest of the proposals, which 
they thought would be: aeceptable to the 
whole of the Church. The new Communion 
Service, he thought, would tend to separate | 
the laity and the clergy. The laity generally 
was content with the existing Service. 

It was better ‘that: the Assembly should 
reject the measure than that Parhament 
should; but in a matter of such importance, 
affecting the national Church, he thought 
that Parliament should decide, as represent- 
ing the iaity, ‘whose itión was not 
adequately protected in the rubric of the new 
Prayer Book, which provides that, in cases of 
dispute between the clergy and the laity, the 
Bishop should have power to decide. as to the 
use of the new book. ~
